Why I am this way however is not 
really clear to me; knowing you ARE apathetic is not 
knowing WHY. Another problem inherent with apathy of 
course is that even though you know you are, you don't 
care -- for if you cared, you wouldn't be apathetic --

Anyway, it seems to me that the two major reasons for 
the apathy are a) the fact that Sir George lies in the 
midst of a large city and b) Sir George has no campus 
and the facilities that come with it such as nearby 
arenas or stadia. 


With reference to a) above, if Sir George were in a 
small town, it would probably form the basis of any 
large scale activities and, it seems to me, would thus 
tend to encourage large scale student participation in 
them -- since there just wouldn't be that much else to 
do. From what I gather, McGill suffers from the same 
apathy problem (though perhaps not to the same extent).

With reference to b), which would you rather do -- 
take a couple of buses and a subway to watch Sir George 
attempt to avoid being embarassed by Bishops at Verdun 
Stadium or nip across to the Stanley for a few? 


I don't have the solution to the problem, my letter 
intended only to ask why we ask 'Why.'. I suppose it 
might be an interesting problem for some Georgian to 
solve and I believe you should try -- I hope you can 
find someone interested enough to do it. Me? No 
thanks; I just wouldn't be able to find the time -- you 
know how it is.

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FUND WRAP-UP 70/71
